Like its ancestor language, Cascadian has many, many vowels, with a total of 19 
phonemic vowels, including syllabic consonants. Vowel length became phonemic 
following the merger of voiced obstruents with voiceless obstruents when next to 
a vowel in coda position. The American English diphthongs /at/ and /au/ have 
become long /e:/ and /o:/ as they have done in Sanskrit, while /et/ and /ou/ had 
shifted to /at/ and /au/, with American English /o1/ merging with /at/ in 
Cascadian. 
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The syllable structure of Cascadian is (C)(C)(C)V(C)(C)(C). 
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Cascadian has four cases: nominative, accusative, genitive, and dative. The 
accusative case is only present in pronouns, where it is replaced by the 


nominative case in non-pronouns.
